from his Patron, did Mr. Ker ever receive any, 
the leaſt, countermand to his intended purpoſe, 
He therefore proceeded, and publiſned the firſt 
Volume in May 1726. In a few Days after he 
was complimented with a Warrant, wherein his 
Book was called, ſcandalous and a ſeditious Libel; 
he readily took the Publication of it upon him- 
ſelf, but was unable to obey the Warrant, be- 
ing confined to his Bed thro' Lameneſs. Upon a 
Meſſage ſo unexpected, he wrote three Letters, 
one to the Secretary of State, the other to his 
Patron, and a third to Mr. Pember of the Crown- 
Office, to appear for him in Court; but he ſoon 
anſwered all Complaints, dying in the beginning 
oral Blowing toe 3 EH.
